The question that members of organized labor are aaa asking rid 
with the utmost persistency is, „What good measures is labor tö Rt 
from the present Legislature?’’. It i is most fitting ia bo question 
should be asked. ae 


Just now the active vigilant efforts of the State Flere of 
Labor are centered on three bills. These are: 5 

Ist. To limit the use of the injunction in labor ab 

2nd. To grant the right of trial by jury in all cases growing out 
of an injunetion and where the offense charged has not een Werpit 
ted in the presence of the court. 

3rd: Removal of property qualifications for jury service. : 

These three measures pertain to the working people as a whole. 
They go to the administration of justice and ano such ldws' no 
rights can be maintained. 4 

To limit the use of the injunction in labor disputes ought to meet 
with the approval of all practical persons as well as students of law. 
It will be remembered that the injunction is an old equity power of 
the courts, It was intended to be used only in cases where irrepar- 
able injury to property seemed imminent and where the action of the 
law was too slow to protect such rights. Of late years it has been 
applied to persons and ‘as a measure to prevent peaceful picketing 
and other means wholly within the law, in time of strikes. Care- 
fully considered, there should be no opposition whatever to confining 
the injunction to where it was originally used and where it properly 
belongs.
